Governor Dix of New York 
~ Vetoes the Full Train Crew Bill 


| 


~ CALLS IT ARBITRARY AND UNREASONABLE 
A Similar Bill Now Before the Massachusetts 


Legislature 


Governor Dix of New York, last Saturday, vetoed the so-called “FULL 
TRAIN. CREW BILL,” passed’ by the New York legislature, which bill was 
similar to one now pending in the Massachusetts legislature, WHICH THE 
RAILROAD COMMISSIONERS OF THIS COMMONWEALTH 
| HAVE SAID IS NOT NEEDED FOR THE SAFETY OR 
CONVENIENCE OF THE PUBLIC OR THE SAFETY OF THE 
EMPLOYEES THEMSELVES. | 

Here is the text of Governor Dix’s message: 

“This bill without regard to the var ving circumstances of different roads or 
of the same roads, asserts in effect that no freight trains of more than 25 cars in 
length, and no light engine, can be safely operated on any railroad without spe- 
cific crews of six and three men, respectively. In so doing it lays down a rule of uni- 
versal application without regard to the demands of justice in particular cases. 


“The *PUBLIC SERVICE COMMISSION* WAS VESTED WITIL 
AND NOW HAS THE POWER TO DETERMINE AND COMPEL 
SAFE, ADEQUATE AND PROPER SERVICEon the part of the railroad. 
Such power necessarily includes the POWER TO CHANGE THE PER- 
SONNEL AND REDUCE OR INCREASE THE NUMBER IN A 
TRAIN CREW. This bill DEPRIVES THE PUBLIC SERVICE COM- 
MISSION OF THE POWER TO REDUCE A TRAIN CREW, not- 
withstanding that without such reduction. AN UNREASONABLE 
BURDEN IS PLACED UPON THE RAILROADS and a SAFE, 
ADEQUATE AND PROPER SERVICE MADE IMPOSSIBLE. 


“For the reason, therefore, that this bill is absolute in requirement and 
arbitrary in application, and full jurisdiction is vested in the *PUBLIC SER- 
VICK COMMISSION®* to determine the number in train crews in accordance 
with the demands of justice, I DISAPPROVE THIS BILL. 

(Signed) “JOHN A. DIX, Governor.” 


Forcing the extra brakeman on all freight trains in Massachusetts will 
cost the Massachusetts railroads about FIVE HUNDRED THOUSAND 
DOLLARS a year. This sum would pay interest on TWELVEAND ONE- 
HALF MILLION DOLLARS, which would far towards making much 
needed improvements.

Not only the trade 
boards of the United States, but chambers 
of commerce in many of the foreign coun- 
tries are represented, a circumstance that

nav be taken as a cheertul concession to 
the growing conviction that what concerns the trade of one nation 
concerns all. In other countries, as well as in the United States, 
laws are frequently enacted and governmental action is frequently 
taken having a very direct and serious bearing upon domestic trade 
and foreign commerce, without any consultation with or recognition 
of the interests nnmediately concerned. 

The association which it is hoped may be an outgrowth of the 
present conteret.ce is intended to be an ageneyv through which the 
federal government may be enabled to keep in closer touch than 
ever before with the bustiess world and its needs. There is already 
in existence a department of commerce and labor, the province ot 
which is to foster, regulate and protect, through the application ot 
existing laws, the industry and trade of the country; but this depart- 
ment is much farther removed from the business interests of the 
United States than is. for example, the Board of Trade, a British 
government department, from the business interests of the United 


Kingdom. Jt the present plan shall be carried out, its effect will be 


to pive representative business men of the country the opportunity, 
as well as the rght, to consult with the government when any measure 
or movement of importance to the trade and prosperity of the nation 
is up for consideration. In this way, it is belheved, nustakes in adimin- 
istration Of vast Ccomsequence to conlmnerce directly, amd of even 
ereater consequerice to the mercantile and industrial masses indirectly, 
may be avoided. 

It is not ‘ithcuit to see that. with a commercial organization of 
a national and representative character 1 existence upon which the 
President and his cabinet etticers or Congress night call for informa- 
tion at any time with reference to any line of policy atfecting 
business, there would be tar less risk of blundering than there ts at 
present. There can hardly be a doubt that such an organization would 
be invaluable in bringing about a reasonable and equitable solution of 
the taritt and trust problems, and it it should go out of existence after 
accomplishing this much and no more, its creation would be fully 
justified. To carrv the influence it ought to have with the govern- 
ment and the weight 1t ought to have with the people, the first essen- 
tial, of course, 1s that it shall be a body representative of the business 
interests ot the country in the very highest sense.

If they do 
this, they will run less danger of picturing 
lawyers in their minds’ eves as acute but 
wicked men that teach corporations how to sail close to the wind and 
when not thus occupied take pleasure in thwarting the constitutional 
eccentricities of those that the constitution hampers. A lawver is a 
specialist just as an engineer or a plumber is a specialist, that is to 
say, one that has a more intimate knowledge founded om study and 
experience in a particular branch than the ordinary man has. No 
doubt there will come a day when what is understood as man-made 
law will be superseded in human atfairs by a higher law: in fact, 
that 1s happening now, but nevertheless at present men cannot get on 
without what 1s universally known as the Jaw, and in the nature of 
things it can be altirmed that no one save by diligent studv can gain 
anv real knowledge of the law. The law no doubt becomes encrusted 
with techmealities, but any law historian will tell us that those tech- 
micalities are immeasurably tewer than they were a century ago, and 
hat, in fact, the past century among other things has been remark- 
able for the law retorms effected among the English-speaking races 
at least. But the forms and the adjective part of the law are much 
simpler, and it refinements appear in the application of the rules of 
substantive law, one can at least be lairly sure that they are mani- 
festations of an intellectual subtlety by no means peculiar to the legal 
protession. 

In the meantime. the need of law in men’s affairs continues and

“That there are plenty of black sheep among the great 
number of lawyers may be the fact, but until law can be dispensed 
with by a supersensitive and conscientious people it will be safe to say 
that men cannot dispense with lawyers. It makes a’ good deal of 
ditference on which side a technicality is raised, but beyond that, 
and we ask our readers to remember it even against their impulse, 
itis not by any means every man that ts equipped to tell on which side 
is Justice,

On previous occasions, the Monitor has told how the completion 
of the Arica-La Paz railroad is already beginning to work a trans- 
formation in Bolivian transportation. Chile's readiness to tacilitate 
Bolivia's coming to the ocean, with Arica as the Pacific terminal, 
has been met by such Bolivian cordiality as to insure lasting peace 
between the two countries, which often before have been in a decided 
controversial mood. Chile, in fact. will itself have much to gain by 
Bolivian development. and when Arica becomes in the tullest sense 
the export and import center for the neighboring country, the mutual 
henetits to the neighbors will be considerable. 

So much has been said about the extensive tin deposits of 
Bolivia, the republic furnishing the largest amount of this ore of 
any country, that the gold mining chances have been overlooked. And 
vet it is said by metallurgical experts that Bolivia has perhaps the 
richest unexplored gold fields of any country in the world. There is 
abundant evidence that in the pre-Spanish times Bolivian gold mines 
were worked as well as the primitive methods permitted. With 
modern machinery this industry will no doubt assume considerable 
Proportions. 

Total exports and imports of Bolivia m 1910 amounted to more 
than $47,000,000. There was an increase over the vear before of 
almost $8,000,000. These figures speak for themselves and promise 
a further increase no less conspicuous when immigration becomes 
larger and the mining industry and other industrial factors begin 
to assert themselves in the greater Bolivia that is already in the 
Making.
